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HE first librarians to pledge large 

amounts for their cities for the Fif- 
tieth Anniversary Library Fund were 
Adam Strohm of Detroit, Arthur E. 
Bostwick of St. Louis and Robert K. 
Shaw of Worcester. 

The first public library board to ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the Fund 
was that of Los Angeles. 

The first individual to pledge a gen- 
erous personal contribution was the 
President of the Association. A close 
second was ex-President W. W. Bishop. 

The first cash contribution was from 
Rachel Baldwin of Highland Park, IIli- 
nois. 

The first library to send money was 
the Public Library of Storm Lake, Iowa, 
a town of 3658 people. 

The first state library extension direc- 
tor offering to send letters to all libra- 
ries in the state urging their co-opera- 
tion with the A. L. A. was Anna May 
Price of Illinois. The second was Fan- 
nie C. Rawson of Kentucky. 

The first library school to pledge its 
co-operation was the Carnegie Library 
School of Pittsburgh. 

The first contribution from a pub- 
lisher was from Alfred Harcourt, of 
Harcourt, Brace and Company. 


The American Library Association, 
through its Executive Board, has hon- 
ored itself by electing the following 
persons who attended the conferences of 
1876 and 1877 as Honorary Vice-Presi- 
dents of the Association for the Fiftieth 
Anniversary Conference:

Thirty-six hundred square feet of 
floor space at the Sesquicentennial Ex- 
hibition at Philadelphia has been as- 
signed, free, to the American Library 
Association for the Fiftieth Anniver- 
sary Exhibit. This space will be in the 
proposed Palace of Education and So- 
cial Economy. The Director of Educa- 
tion and Social Economy for the Sesqui- 
centennial says that the granting to the 
A. L. A. of this space, which has a rental 
value of $18,000, represents a greater 
concession than has been made to any 
other organization. 


Malcolm G. Wyer represented the 
American Library Association at the 
inauguration of Dr. C. C. Mierow as 
President of Colorado College. Repre- 
sentatives of about 140 colleges and or- 
ganizations were present. The inaugu- 
ral address was given by Dr. Raymond 
B. Fosdick, upon whom the degree of 
LL. D. was conferred. 


Julia Wright Merrill spoke on Li- 
brary extension at the Home and Com- 
munity section of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation meeting in Chicago, 
December 8. The talk was broadcast 
along with the rest of the program by 
WLS, Sears, Roebuck Agricultural 
Foundation station. 


Mabel C. True has been released tem- 
porarily by the Detroit Public Library 
to take charge of Fiftieth Anniversary 
publicity at A. L. A. Headquarters, be- 
ginning December 1. Harriot R. Ewald 
is now staff librarian, taking the place of 
Dilla L. Whittemore, now librarian of 
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the Deerfield-Shields Township High 
School, Highland Park, Illinois. Mrs. 
Lilian Bechtold Gries has been a mem- 
ber of the Headquarters staff since last 
spring, serving as publicity assistant. 
Edna B. Osgood recently succeeded 
Elizabeth Stebbins as file clerk. Alice 
Louise Le Fevre and Mrs. Ruth Tobey 
Woodworth are temporary junior assist- 
ants with the Board of Education for 
Librarianship. 


The American Library Association 
has selected at the request of the Com- 
mittee on Intellectual Co-operation of 
the League of Nations the forty books 
of the year which it judges the most im- 
portant for inclusion in a list of books 
of all countries. The world list is to 
be limited to 600 titles and to be pub- 
lished under the auspices of the Com- 
mittee on Intellectual Co-operation of 
the League of Nations. 

Countries publishing 10,000 or more 
new books annually are entitled to name 
forty. The British Empire, France, 
Italy, Japan, Germany and the United 
States are the only nations in this class. 
Countries whose publishing is from 5- 
to 10,000 new works annually are en- 
titled to name twenty; those of from 
2¥%- to 5,000—ten; below 2,500—five. 

The best books ordinarily become 
known abroad very slowly, and it is 
thought that the annual publication of a 
concise list limited to 600 titles will be 
an effective means of drawing nations 
together into closer intellectual contact, 
by keeping them in touch with the works 
each nation believes to be its best. The 
A. L. A. was selected as thé authorita- 
tive body in the United States to choose 
that country’s forty outstanding books 
of the year. 


The Winnetka Graded Book List, 
which as a project has aroused so much 
interest on the part of the co-operating 
teachers and has been the subject of so 
much speculation on the part of edu- 
cators in general, will be issued in a few 
days. 


It has a definite appeal to librarians, 
especially to those interested in chil- 
dren’s reading, for this list has to do 
with that phase of reading which has 
been their concern for so long. What 
books are most suitable for children of 
certain ages? Which are most popular 
with girls and which with boys? What 
titles seem to have a universal appeal ?— 
And questions of similar import. 


A careful study of this list will be 
interesting to many who have watched 
children in the selection of their books; 
some children are so sure and unswerv- 
ing in their choice and so definite in 
their reactions; others are hesitant and 
in need of guidance and reassurance. 
And far from disproving the librarian’s 
theories the Wéinnetka List should 
make them more sure of several things 
—things deduced from scientific data. - 
They will read the children’s notes and 
ponder over the perhaps strange charts 
and graphs and in the end reach some 
familiar conclusions: that the book must 
have an appeal to the child or the pleas- 
ure in reading it is gone; that what was 
interesting at one age is stupid at an- 
other; that girls have decided prefer- 
ences as well as boys; that some books 
which have little literary value to com- 
mend them have often a fascination for 
young readers as is the case with their 
elders, and that a children’s classic can- 
not be pushed down an unwilling throat 
and give the desired effect of unalloyed 
joy. 
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The Winnetka Graded Book List, by 
Carleton Washburne and Mabel Vogel, 
appears the first week in January, 288 
pages. Cloth, $1.75. 


A Japanese dictionary of library 
terms recently published has been dedi- 
cated to the American Library Associa- 
tion by the author, Fujio Mamiya, a 
member of the Association and presi- 
dent of a library supply firm in Osaka, 
Japan. This little book, the first publi- 
cation of its kind in Japan, contains 
French, German and English library 
terms translated into Japanese, an in- 
dex of Japanese terms and their foreign 
equivalents, and the pen names of noted 
modern writers of all nations. Tami- 
jiro Sasaoka, an assistant librarian in 
the Kyoto Imperial Library, is the com- 
piler. 

Another far eastern publication re- 
ceived at A. L. A. Headquarters is the 
Chinese Library Journal, the bi-monthly 
official bulletin of the Shanghai Library 
Association. The Association, which 
was formally organized in June, 1924, 
has a membership including 34 institu- 
tional and 40 individual members. To 
promote a popular interest in reading, 
to issue introduction cards by which a 
person may be admitted to read in any 
library in Shanghai and to make library 
surveys from time to time are a part of 
the program of the Association. 


A school for the training of the col- 
ored librarians has been established at 
Hampton Institute, with the approval 
and co-operation of the officers of the 
American Library Association, the Car- 
negie Corporation, and the General Edu- 
cation Board. 





The work of the school will be upon 
the collegiate level, and students will be 
given opportunity to qualify for the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Science. The Hunt- 
ington Library of over 50,000 volumes 
will be used as the school laboratory. 
The school is under the direction of 
Florence Rising Curtis. 


Librarians who subscribed through 
the A. L. A. to the fund for restoring 
the Library at Louvain University, Bel- 
gium will be interested in the news that 
completion of the $1,000,000 fund has 
been announced by Herbert Hoover and 
Nicholas Murray Butler, representing 
the committee in charge of collection. 
Authority has been cabled for resump- 
tion of construction,’ which had been 
discontinued. 


The A. L. A. Personnel Division from 
1920 to date (December 21, 1925) has 
received inquiries for 1671 people to fill 
library positions. Of these requests, 358 
were from the eastern states, 147 from 
the southern states, 1056 middle western, 
94 western, 16 from foreign countries. 
The largest number from any one state 
is from Illinois, 237. There have been 
122 from Ohio, 117 from Indiana, 117 
from Michigan, 101 from Iowa, 94 from 
New York, and 74 from Pennsylvania. 


Announcement is made of new offi- 
cers of the Trustees Section: chairman, 
Cyrus Adler, trustee Philadelphia Free 
Library; vice-chairman, Katherine P. 
Loring, trustee Public Library, Beverly, 
Massachusetts; secretary, Sarah Budd, 
member New Jersey Public Library 
Commission, Trenton. 
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The A. L. A. Committee on Work 
with the Foreign Born arranged last 
spring with the Foreign Language In- 
formation Service for the distribution 
through its bureaus of a number of 
articles on library work which were 
written especially for this purpose. Dur- 
ing the six months from April to Sep- 
tember these articles were used as fol- 
lows : 


“The American Public Library,” a 
general article, was reprinted seven 
times, one of the seven being in a Euro- 
pean paper Zadrugar of Split, Jugo- 
slavia. “Go to the Library and Learn 
how to Succeed in America,” was re- 
printed 28 times. “County Libraries 
and Book Wagons” and “Traveling Li- 
braries,” both written for the committee 
by Harriet C. Long, were reprinted 38 
times each. 


Besides these reprints of material fur- 
nished through the F. L. I. S. the chair- 
man of the committee notices consider- 
able increase in the number of articles 
about library topics, new buildings, etc., 
which are published as matters of gen- 
eral interest in the foreign language 
press. 


Library binders tell the A.L.A. Book- 
binding Committee that a more even 
flow of binding from libraries during 
the fall and winter months, as far as 
this is possible would insure more 
prompt service than if books were held 
until summer, when work in binderies is 
heaviest, congestion and delay in service 
often resulting. Now that books are 
returned ordinarily in three to six weeks, 
the loss in use while books and maga- 
zines are at the bindery is much reduced. 
Special service may be had on most im-

portant material on request and at slight 
extra cost. 

Apropos of the interest in better 
grades of paper for books, periodicals 
and newspapers, it may not be generally 
known that a special edition of the Lon- 
don Times is issued on one hundred 
per cent rag paper for the British Mu- 
seum, and that a special edition of the 
New York Times Literary Review 
printed on rag paper is now obtainable. 
In recent months tests have been made 
of durability of one hundred per cent 
rag paper with good results, partial is- 
sues of a daily, including the photograv- 
ure section, demonstrating the adapta- 
bility of rag paper to the purpose of 
permanent newspaper files, a possibility 
which will be especially welcomed by 
libraries. 


Through the co-operation of the A. L. 
A.’s Committee on Work with the 
Blind, a list of all books available in 
Braille, grade 144, now appears from 
time to time in the Ziegler Magazine, an 
embossed periodical which is sent free 
to the blind in this country. This list 
compiled in pamphlet form and em-~ 
bossed in Braille may be had from the 
Ziegler Magazine Office, 250 West 54th 
Street, New York City, upon request. 
It is the first time that such information 
has been given systematically to those 
who use embossed books and thanks are 
due to the editor, W. G. Holmes, 
for the valuable space allotted in his 
magazine. 


The subcommittee (and the A. L. A. 
Committee on Cataloging) to consider 
the need of a revised edition of the A. 
L. A. List of subject headings submits 
the following alternative recommenda- 
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tions. 


The second alternative is offered 
merely as a basis for discussion in case 
the A. L. A. Committee on Cataloging 
does not approve the first alternative. 


Alternative 1: 

a. That the publication of the A. L. A. 
List of subject headings be discon- 
tinued. 

b. That the Library of Congress be 
asked to consider :— 

1. Reducing the price of its Sub- 
Headings. 

2. The possibility of incorporat- 
ing “See” refer from cross 
references. 

c. That the H. W. Wilson Company 
be asked to consider either an in- 
dependent or a co-operative plan 
for an annually cumulated list of 
new subject headings. 

d. That the A. L.A. Committee on 
Cataloging prepare immediately, as 
its next contribution, a brief man- 
ual on the selection and use of 
subject headings. This manual 
should include suggestions for the 
formation of a card subject file, 
for the adaptation of L. C. subject 
headings to the requirements of 
medium sized and smaller libra- 
ries, etc., etc. 


Alternative 2: 


a. That the A. L. A. List of subject 
headings be revised only to the 


extent of :— 
1. Modernizing some of the sub- 
ject terms. (Ex.—Radio in- 


stead of Telephone, Wireless.)

This report is based on (1) the re- 
turns from a questionnaire sent to li- 
brary schools, library commissions and 
140 large and medium-sized libraries, 
both public and college; (2) personal 
interviews with many head catalogers, 
and (3) the reports from the Boston 
and the Western Reserve catalogers 
groups. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR 
LIBRARIANSHIP 


Provisional Minimum Standards for 
Library Apprentice and _ Training 
Classes were discussed informally at the 
midwinter open meeting of the Board 
of Education for Librarianship. At this 
time Dr. William F. Russell, Professor 
of Education at Columbia University, 
discussed the School librarian from the 
educator’s standpoint. 

To further the study of school library 
conditions a letter was sent to each state 
asking for laws and regulations govern- 
ing local school library service. The 
majority of the 46 replies indicate some 
provision for buying library books for 
use in schools, the selection often being 
limited to approved lists. New Jersey 
Library Commission has supervision of 
school libraries in the state and aims 
toward the incorporation of school li- 
braries as branches of public libraries 
wherever possible. Ohio, New York 
and Minnesota allow the schools under 
certain restrictions to contract for 
library service from the public library 
instead of providing independent libra- 
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ries. In Montana a school library may 
affiliate with a county library. Of the 
states replying, New York, Ohio, Min- 
nesota and California have the highest 
required standards for school libraries 
and librarians. Ohio’s new “Personnel 
Standards for High School Libraries,” 
to go into effect September, 1927, will 
necessitate 39 additional librarians for 
high schools with enrollment of 800 or 
over and 53 additional librarians for 
high schools with enrollment from 500 
to 800. 

Representatives of the Board recently 
visited classes in school library work at 
George Peabody College, Rhode Island 
College of Education, Bridgewater State 
Normal School and the Geneseo State 
Normal School, the training classes con- 
ducted at the public libraries of Indian- 
apolis, Louisville, Brooklyn, Springfield, 
Mass., and Hagerstown, and the On- 
tario Library School, Toronto. 


SUMMER INSTITUTE FOR IN- 
STRUCTORS IN LIBRARY 
SCIENCE 

Courses in Library Science Educa- 
tion will be offered at the University 
of Chicago, July 29-September 3, 1926, 
during the second half of the summer 
quarter. 

Sydney B. Mitchell, M. A., Associate 
Professor of Library Science and chair- 
man of the Department, University of 
California, will be in charge. Other 
officers of instruction are: 

Werrett Wallace Charters, Ph. D., 
Professor of Education, University of 
Chicago, and Director of The Curricu- 
lum Study for the American Library 
Association. 

William Fletcher Russell, Ph. D., 
Professor of Education, Columbia Uni- 
versity, Associate Director of the Inter- 


national Institute of Teachers College, 
and Educational Adviser to the Ameri- 
can Library Association. 

Giles Murrel Ruch, Ph. D., Associate 
Professor of Psychology and Educa- 
tion, State University of Iowa. 

The courses are planned for students 
who are familiar with the subject mat- 
ter of library science and who are or 
intend to be teachers of the subject. 
They are designed to meet the needs of 
four groups of students: (1) teachers 
in library schools; (2) teachers of 
library training classes; (3) teachers of 
library science courses in colleges and 
universities, in teachers colleges and 
normal schools, in high schools, and in 
summer sessions; and (4) inexperi- 
enced teachers under appointment to 
similar positions. Individual and group 
conference hours will be arranged. The 
groups may be divided as desired by 
topics under discussion in class, by sub- 
jects taught by the students, or by 
agency, etc. The courses are planned 
primarily for graduate students, but un- 
dergraduate students who are experi- 
enced teachers will be admitted. 

The University matriculation fee of - 
$10.00 will be paid by each student. 
Upon registration the student will re- 
ceive a voucher to be presented in lieu 
of tuition fees for these courses. 

Three courses, each constituting a 
minor, will be offered: 

Problems in Education for Librarian- 
ship. A course considering plans for 
the improvement of the curriculum, 
methods and operation of agencies 
which train for librarianship in the 
light of recent studies of curriculum 
construction, adult education, extension 
service, and library work with public 
schools; and in particular stressing the 
additional efforts needed properly to 
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prepare students for the increasingly 
diversified tasks of the modern library. 
About one-half of the course will be 
devoted to the discussion of curriculum 
construction. The instructors will be 
assisted on occasions by several leading 
librarians. Associate Professor Mit- 
chell, Professor Charters, and others. 

Problems in the Teaching of Library 
Science. A course applying to the 
teaching of library science some of the 
technique developed in the scientific 
study of the teaching process. Among 
the problems considered will be: prep- 
aration of the material for teaching, the 
conduct of the class exercise, the assign- 
ment, examination and review, new 
type teachers tests, and individual in- 
struction. Each student will be ex- 
pected to select one limited field in 
library science and as a task for the 
term to prepare and organize it to con- 
form with proper teaching principles. 
Professor Russell. 

Principles of Educational Psychology 
applied to Education for Librarianship. 
The course will consider the relations 
of individual and social psychology to 
the problems of education for librarian- 
ship. Topics: original nature, the laws 
of learning, and individual differences. 
The later work will deal with the appli- 
cations of these principles to education 
for librarianship particularly to methods 
of selection of students, placement, in- 
terviewing, management, and individual 
instruction. Professor Ruch.

An attempt was made last spring to 
compel the employees of the Carnegie 
Library of Pittsburgh to pay an income 
tax, including back taxes for several 
years. Dr. Leete and some of his staff 
appealed to the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue and prepared a brief show- 
ing that the Library is by ordinance a 
part of the city government. The ap- 
peal was sustained by the Commis- 
sioner under a ruling of the Solicitor’s 
office as follows: 

“Inasmuch as the Board of Trustees 
of the Carnegie Library of Pittsburgh 
is an Agency of the State, acting for it 
in the discharge of a sovereign function, 
the compensation of the employees of 
the library is exempt from tax.”

SALARY STATISTICS 


UNIVERSITY AND COLLEGE LIBRARIES 


The A. L. A. Committee on Salaries, 
Insurance and Annuities presents the 
following table of salary statistics for 
university and college libraries. Fig- 
ures for last year will be found in the 
A. L. A. Bulletin for January, 1925. 
The same 30 libraries were circularized, 
but reports have been received from 29 
of these. 

It should be noted that these statistics 
have been collected on the basis of sal- 
aries actually being paid. In a number 
of libraries on this list salary schedules 
have been adopted which provide for 
maximum salaries above those shown 
here. Maximums in these libraries have 
not as yet been reached but will be as 
increases are made according to sched- 
ules. 

The work of compilation this year as 
last has been done by Sydney B. Mitch- 
ell of the Salaries Committee. 

An analysis by Mr. Mitchell of the 
figures for the 29 reporting libraries 
shows that progress, if slow, is distinctly 
upward. In all salaries reported there 
will be found only 5 decreases in mini- 


mum, while last year there were 6 such 
decreases. The number of decreases in 
maximum salaries is 5, the same as last 
year. The chief encouragement is in 
the greater number of increases. Among 
the minimum salaries, 45 increases are 
shown as compared with 32 last year, 
while in maximum salaries the number 
of increases this year is 43, an advance 
of 9 over the 34 of last year. 

Details follow. 
Department heads: 

Minimum—no decreases ; 12 increases 

Maximum—1 decrease; 9 increases 
Professional assistants : 

Minimum—no decreases ; 10 increases 

Maximum—1 decrease; 9 increases 
Non-professional assistants : 

Minimum—2 decreases ; 11 increases 

Maximum—1 decrease; 12 increases 
Catalogers : 

Minimum—3 decreases ; 12 increases 

Maximum—2 decreases ; 13 increases 

Of the 27 budgets reported, 21 show 
increase over previous year and of the 
salary totals 22 are higher than last year.
